Transformations 

Romans  12:2:  Do  not  conform  any  longer  to  the  pattern  of  this  world,  but  be 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind.  Then  you  will  be  able  to  test  and 
approve  what  God's  will  is-his  good,  pleasing  and  perfect  will.  (NIV) 


A  short  time  ago  I  ran  across  my  private  books  of  writings  that  spanned  many  years,  beginning 
on  February  28,  1980,  when  my  first  entry  appeared.  I  was  39,  married,  with  two  children  and 
three  stepchildren.  My  good  friend  had  given  it  to  me  as  a  gift  and  suggested  that  I  write  my 
thoughts,  dreams,  concerns  or  whatever.  I  was  excited  to  have  a  book  with  clean  blank  pages, 
ready  to  be  filled.  A  bit  like  a  child  feels  to  receive  a  new  box  of  crayons  with  no  worn  down 
points  or  broken  bits  (yes,  I  know  this  dates  me!). 

As  I  read  back  through  the  pages,  I  realized  that  I  just  seemed  to  write  whenever  I  was 
burdened  and  was  wrestling  with  a  problem  or  was  feeling  really  low.  What  struck  me  was  that 
as  I  continued  to  write  in  each  entry,  it  seems  I  was  working  through  whatever  was  bothering 
me,  just  by  having  written  it  down  and  being  brutally  honest.  By  the  end  of  the  writing,  my 
spirits  had  actually  been  lifted  and  I  was  praising  God  for  His  goodness  and  blessings.  Even 
my  handwriting  had  changed.  I  hadn't  really  started  out  writing  to  anyone,  but  this  is  how  my 
letters  to  the  Lord  first  began. 

After  filling  up  the  first  book,  I  went  half  way  into  another.  I  found  I  wasn't  writing  in  it  as  often 
and  wondered  if  I  was  just  too  busy,  or  if  I  no  longer  needed  to  find  my  way  in  this  manner  any 
longer.  Perhaps  I  discovered  that  I  could  just  always  go  directly  to  The  Source.  It  seemed  the 
Lord  been  teaching  me  through  every  stroke  of  my  pen.  My  last  entry  was  June  9,  1997. 
That's  not  when  my  problems  stopped  -  just  the  entries. 

I  do  know  that  I  wrote  several  letters  that  were  never  mailed,  because  they  were  never  meant  to 
be  mailed.  Just  in  the  writing,  I  had  received  insights  and  a  new  attitude  and  direction.  These 
letters  are  also  placed  between  the  pages.  So  much  of  our  lives  seem  to  be  lived  between  the 
pages  of  our  days. 

It's  interesting  to  reflect  back  on  just  how  the  Lord  worked  throughout  these  years.  There  were 
no  major  miracles,  but  many  small  ones  that  had  to  do,  not  with  changing  my  circumstances  or 
other  people,  but  through  changing  ME! 

Our  Lord  is  all  about  change!  Changing  our  hearts,  minds,  attitudes,  reactions,  the  way  we  look 
at  everything  and  everyone!  Why  should  we  be  surprised  when  the  scriptures  tell  us  over  and 
over  that  we  can  be  transformed  from  the  inside  out  when  we  are  willing  to  give  up  control  of 
our  lives  to  Him.  It's  only  then  that  He  can  begin  and  continue  the  work  in  us.  Since  WE  are 
The  Church  .  .  .  when  WE  change,  the  church  changes  and  that's  where  the  real  impact  lies.

Thoughts  about  Sept.  11 

The  preacher,  Dr.  Thomas  Lane  Butts,  took  his  grandson  to 
New  York  City  in  2003.  Dr.  Butts  took  the  boy  to  see  where  the 
World  Trade  Center  had  been.  They  were  both  emotionally 
affected  by  what  they  saw  and  what  they  remembered.  Later 
the  grandfather  wrote: 

"As  we  stood  on  the  edge  of  that  huge  hole,  we  were  suddenly 
struck  by  the  realization  that  we  were  standing  on  and  near  the 
unidentified  remains  of  some  3,000  victims.  It  was  a  solemn 
moment.  It  all  came  back!  I  was  struck  by  two  powerful 
emotions:  profound  sadness  and  profound  anger.  As  tears 
welled  in  my  eyes,  I  mumbled  things  which  I  hope  my 
grandson  did  not  hear." 

Dr.  Butts  went  on  to  write  about  our  inability  to  understand  the 
actions  of  the  cruel-hearted  perpetrators  of  the  unspeakable 
disaster.  Yet  he  suggested  that  we  must  try  to  understand  the 
source  of  such  hatred  for  political,  religious  and  practical 
reasons.  Radical  religious  and  national  fundamentalism  should 
not  cause  us  to  respond  in  kind. 

He  writes,  "Two  sure  ways  to  lose  the  battle  against  terrorism: 
to  cringe  in  paralyzing  fear,  or  to  let  [terrorist]  ways  become 
our  ways."

Three  Trees 

Once  there  were  3  trees  on  a  hill  in  the  woods. 

They  were  discussing  their  hopes  and  dreams  when  the  1st  tree  said,  "Someday,  I 
hope  to  be  a  treasure  chest.  I  could  be  filled  with  gold,  silver  and  precious  gems  and 
be  decorated  with  intricate  carvings.  Everyone  would  see  my  beauty." 

The  2nd  tree  said,  "Someday,  I  will  be  a  mighty  ship.  I  will  take  kings  and  queens 
across  the  waters  and  sail  to  the  corners  of  other  world.  Everyone  will  feel  safe  in  me 
because  of  the  strength  of  my  hull." 

Finally,  the  3rd  tree  said,  "I  want  to  grow  to  be  the  tallest  and  straightest  tree  in  the 
forest.  People  will  see  me  on  top  of  the  hill  and  look  up  to  my  branches,  and  think  of 
the  heavens  and  God  and  how  close  to  them  I  am  reaching.  I  will  be  the  greatest  tree 
of  all  time,  and  people  will  always  remember  me." 

After  a  few  years  of  praying  that  their  dreams  would  come  true,  a  group  of  woodsmen 
came  upon  the  trees.  One  came  to  the  1st  tree  and  said,  "This  looks  like  a  strong  tree, 
I  think  I  should  be  able  to  sell  the  wood  to  a  carpenter,"  and  he  began  cutting  it  down. 
The  tree  was  happy,  because  he  knew  that  the  carpenter  would  make  him  into  a 
treasure  chest. 

At  the  2nd  tree,  one  of  the  other  woodsman  said,  "This  looks  like  a  strong  tree.  I  should 
be  able  to  sell  it  to  the  shipyard."  The  2nd  tree  was  happy,  because  he  knew  he  was 
on  his  way  to  becoming  a  mighty  ship. 

When  the  woodsmen  came  upon  the  3rd  tree,  the  tree  was  frightened,  because  it  knew 
that,  if  it  is  cut  down,  its  dream  would  not  come  true.  One  of  the  woodsmen  said,  "I 
don't  need  anything  special  from  my  tree,  so  I'll  take  this  one,"  and  he  cut  it  down. 

When  the  1st  tree  arrived  at  the  carpenter's,  he  was  made  into  a  feed  box  for  animals, 
placed  in  a  barn  and  filled  with  hay.  This  was  not  at  all  what  he  had  prayed  for. 
The  2nd  tree  was  cut  and  made  into  a  small  fishing  boat.  His  dreams  of  being  a  mighty 
ship  and  carrying  kings  had  come  to  an  end.  The  3rd  tree  was  cut  into  large  pieces  and 
left  alone  in  the  dark. 

The  years  went  by,  and  the  trees  forgot  about  their  dreams.  Then  one  day,  a  man  and 
woman  came  to  the  barn.  She  gave  birth,  and  they  placed  the  baby  in  the  hay  in  the 
feed  box  that  was  made  from  the  first  tree. 


The  man  wished  that  he  could  have  made  a  crib  for  the  baby,  but  this  manger  would 
have  to  do.  The  tree  could  feel  the  importance  of  this  event  and  knew  that  it  had  held 
the  greatest  treasure  of  all  time. 

Years  later,  a  group  of  men  got  in  the  fishing  boat  made  from  the  second  tree.  One  of 
them  was  tired  and  went  to  sleep.  While  they  were  out  on  the  water,  a  great  storm 
arose,  and  the  tree  didn't  think  it  was  strong  enough  to  keep  the  men  safe.  The  men 
woke  the  sleeping  man,  and  he  stood  and  said  "Peace,"  and  the  storm  stopped.  At  this 
time,  the  tree  knew  that  it  had  carried  the  King  of  Kings  in  its  boat. 

Finally,  someone  came  and  got  the  third  tree.  It  was  carried  through  the  streets,  and 
the  crowd  mocked  the  man  who  was  carrying  it.  Finally,  the  man  was  nailed  to  the  tree 
and  raised  in  the  air  to  die  at  the  top  of  a  hill.  When  Sunday  came,  the  tree  came  to 
realize  that  it  was  strong  enough  to  stand  at  the  top  of  the  hill  and  be  as  close  to  God 
as  possible,  because  Jesus  had  been  crucified  on  it. 

The  moral  of  this  story  is  that,  when  things  don't  seem  to  be  going  your  way,  always 
know  that  God  has  a  plan  for  you.  If  you  place  your  trust  in  Him,  He  will  give  you  great 
gifts.  Each  of  the  trees  got  what  they  wanted,  just  not  in  the  way  they  had  imagined. 

We  don't  always  know  what  God's  plans  are  for  us.  We  just  know  that  His  ways  are  not 
our  ways,  but  His  ways  are  always  best.  Sometimes  the  heart  sees  what  the  eyes 
can't.

Hi  All, 

A  couple  of  weeks  ago  I  saw  a  t-shirt  with  a  message  that  was  not  necessarily  offensive,  but  it  definitely  had  several 
subliminal  meanings. 

"If  I  don't  remember  it,  it  didn't  happen.    -  Levis  Strauss  Signature" 
I  don't  remember  saying  this  or  that.    I  don't  remember  doing  that.    On  the  more  extreme  side  is  when  people  get  so 
drunk  they  do  not  remember  things.    They  do  not  remember  driving  home,  running  that  stop  sign,  speeding,  hitting 
that  pedestrian. 

That  started  me  thinking  about  how  some  people  think  of  faith: 

"If  I  can't  see  it,  it  must  not  be  real. " 

"If  you  can't  prove  it,  it  must  not  be  real. " 
There  are  several  definitions  for  faith  in  the  Merriam  Webster  Dictionary.     The  first  is  an  "allegiance  to  duty  or  a 
person."    The  second  is  a  "belief  and  trust  in  and  loyalty  to  God,  belief  in  the  traditional  doctrines  of  a  religion,  firm 
belief  in  something  for  which  there  is  no  proof,  complete  trust."    The  third  is  "something  that  is  believed  especially 
with  strong  conviction;  especially:  a  system  of  religious  beliefs  <the  Protestant  faith>." 

People  have  faith  in  a  lot  of  things.  Children  have  faith  that  their  parents  are  going  to  take  care  of  them.  Nations 
have  faith  that  their  government  will  take  care  of  them.  St.  Augustine  said  "Crede,  ut  intelligas"  ("Believe  in  order  that 
you  may  understand").  We  believe  that  those  who  teach  us  are  guiding  us  in  the  right  direction.  If  they  do  not,  we 
can  be  led  astray  which  can  cause  any  number  of  problems.  On  August  2nd  I  read  an  article  in  the  Times  Online 
(Britain)  titled  Schools  told  it's  no  longer  necessary  to  teach  right  from  wrong  by  David  Charter,  Chief  Political 
Correspondent.  Although  this  is  not  a  headline  for  something  that  is  going  on  in  the  United  States  it  is  still  extremely 
alarming.  Teachers  in  the  UK  have  supposedly  been  bothered  by  being  told  that  they  are  to  teach  right  and  wrong  to 
students.  They  state  that  doing  this  is  just  a  given.  There  is  a  reason  that  we  have  requirements  to  do  things  like 
that.  There  are  already  studies  of  youth  that  show  that  truth  is  only  relative  to  their  situation,  an  authoritative 
interpretation  so  to  speak.  I  thought  teachers  were  supposed  to  be  laying  the  foundation  for  the  rest  of  their 
students'  lives.  Kids  need  this  and  teachers  should  be  required,  in  writing  to  provide  it.  If  for  no  other  reason  than  to 
make  sure  the  teachers  remember  to  do  it.  Could  you  imagine  if  parents  decided  they  do  not  have  to  teach  their 
children  right  from  wrong?  Unfortunately  there  are  parents  who  do  not  do  this.  Parents  should  be  the  first  ones  to 
teach  right  from  wrong  to  their  children. 

In  preparing  this  month's  newsletter  I  read  Hebrews  11.  This  chapter  of  Hebrews  begins  nlNow  faith  is  being  sure  of 
what  we  hope  for  and  certain  of  what  we  do  not  see.  2This  is  what  the  ancients  were  commended  for.  3By  faith  we 
understand  that  the  universe  was  formed  at  God's  command,  so  that  what  is  seen  was  not  made  out  of  what  was 
visible."  Verse  2  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  chapter  in  verses  39-40:  "39These  were  all  commended  for  their  faith, 
yet  none  of  them  received  what  had  been  promised.  40God  had  planned  something  better  for  us  so  that  only  together 
with  us  would  they  be  made  perfect."  All  of  those  who  are  spoken  of  were  "commended  for  their  faith."  They  had  this 
faith  even  though  they  never  got  what  was  promised  to  them.  I  wonder  how  they  would  have  faired  in  today's  world. 
I  think  that  our  world  challenges  faith  more  than  it  ever  has.  We  live  in  a  world  where  people  want  absolutes,  people 
have  to  see  it  to  believe  it.  This  sounds  a  lot  like  Thomas.  He  was  not  with  the  other  disciples  when  Jesus  appeared 
to  them  and  even  though  they  told  him  that  they  had  seen  Jesus  he  refused  to  believe  because  he  had  not  seen 
Jesus.  When  Thomas  finally  did  see  Jesus  he  still  had  to  touch  him  before  he  believed.  Jesus  calls  us  to  believe  even 
though  we  do  not  see.  Jesus  tells  us  this  in  John  20:29:  Then  Jesus  told  him,  "Because  you  have  seen  me,  you  have 
believed;  blessed  are  those  who  have  not  seen  and  yet  have  believed." 

I  am  one  of  those  that  has  to  be  able  to  explain  it  all.  When  I  first  started  doing  Bible  studies  I  tried  to  answer  every 
question.  If  I  did  not  know  the  answer  I  read  and  read  until  I  had  something.  That  is  when  I  discovered  that  it  is 
impossible  to  answer  every  question  and  that  I  was  going  to  have  faith  no  matter  what.  Since  then  my  faith  has 
continued  to  grow.  As  it  grows  I  begin  to  understand  things  that  I  did  not  before.  As  it  grows  I  know  that  there  are 
some  questions  that  I  am  going  to  have  to  wait  until  I  get  to  heaven  to  ask.  I  cannot  see  it  or  prove  it,  but  I  know 
that  my  faith  is  real.    Do  you?
